Some might want to call it the business finish 
of this old gentleman who confesses to 76 years, now 
that he had filed, as president of the Pomeroy-Day Land 
Co., a voluntary petition in bankruptcy in Federal Court 
in New York State, with liabilities of close to a million 
and assets practically the shirt on his back. But those 
who have followed the career of this unusual figure in 
the automobile industry hesitate to call it the end of the 
road, for the founder of General Motors. He’s snapped 
back many a time in the last quarter of a century when 
seemingly licked, and I for one wouldn’t want to say he 
is down for the count of 10. Knowing him as I do, it 
wouldn’t surprise me to have him pull another rabbit out 
of the hat. Mebbe this will happen again, although I ad- 
mit I am somewhat skeptical.

FORTUNE HASN’T always smiled on this William 
Crapo Durant. Indeed, the fickle jade has flirted with 
him outrageously. Sometimes she has ridden in the sad- 
dle with him; others he has had to walk, but always he 
was an optimist. For him there was a silver lining in 
every cloud. It’s been this spirit of never say die that has 
carried him along. 

His first major success was the formation of General 
Motors, but an unfortunate investment in a lamp com- 
pany in an effort to control the incandescent bulb trade, 
cost him control of GM. Was he licked? No. He set 
up Chevrolet and in a few years he had made it so all- 
powerful that it was the blue chip which he traded to 
General Motors for a resumption of his control of the 
giant corporation. And again the fickle jade frowned 
and once more Durant was out on the street.

AND AGAIN he shuffled the cards and Durant Motors, 


cut on the same pattern as was General Motors, resulted. 
For a time it looked as if the pioneer would again snap 
back, but the Star, which was to have been another 
Chevrolet, failed to click. Durant hung on for several 
years, but the expected miracle did not happen and it 
was curtains for the corporation. Durant set out to 
corral the small-car market in which the American Austin 
cut such a dash at the time. He planned to build the 
French Mathis with an American nameplate, but never 
got past the blueprint stage with this proposition. Now 
his plant in Lansing, said to have been the most modern 
of its time, has been taken over by Oldsmobile and is 
used for building Fisher bodies for the Olds Motor 
Works.

has done very well by the industry as a whole. We are 
now three months away from announcement time and 
we have a record-breaking cold month. In spite of this, 
January registrations are estimated by R. L. Polk & 
Co. at 190,000 new passenger cars, which bids well for 
being the third highest January in history. The best 
previous January records were in 1926 with 193,748 units 
and 1929 with 219,760 units. In each of these years, 
however, it must be taken into consideration that the 
new car announcements were made in January or late 
December. Commercial car sales in January have not 
been estimated by Polk, but it is likely that they will 
hold between 30,000 and 35,000, as compared with the 
39,258 in December.

Total sales by General Motors units in 
GM Has the United States and Canada, plus over- 
January seas shipments, set a new record for Janu- 
Record ary, in the month just past, with a figure 


of 158,572 units. This compared with 
98,268 in January last year, 62,506 in 1934, 82,117 in 1933, 
and 74,710 in 1932. Sales to consumers in the United 
States during January totaled 102,034 as compared with 
54,105 last year, 23,438 in 1934, 50,062 in 1932, and 47,942 
in 1932. Sales to dealers in the United States during 
the month totaled 131,134, as compared with 75,727 a 
year ago, 46,190 in 1934, 72,274 in 1933, and 65,382 in 1932. 
This leaves a margin of only 29,100 units between domes- 
tic retail deliveries and shipments by the factory to 
dealers, which means that the dealer stocks

GMAC in High Court 


Washington.—_The Supreme 
Court, Monday, decided to hear 
arguments in the appeal of the 
State of Indiana for review of a 
decision of a three-judge Federal 
Court holding unconstitutional the 
1935 law regulating retail instal- 
ment sales. In two cases state 
officials appealed for reversal of 
the injunction granted in the 
lower Federal Court to General 
Motors Acceptance Corp. and the 
McHenry Chevrolet Co., Inc. The 
law applies to instalment sales up 
to $1,500 and regulates charges 
and terms. It was held by the 
lower court to deprive the com- 
panies of property without due 
process of law.
